* ve used the generous space allotted to
me in this column previously to explain
our concept of Leading Fleet Support -
staying in step with the fast pace of the
Forward Deployed Naval Forces to ensure
our operating forces have the shore support
needed to carry out their vital mission.
Another of COMNAVFOR Japan’s key
responsibilities comes in the area of people
support —assisting Sailors and their families
in making the adjustment to their new duty
station so they are able to make the most of
their time spent in our host country. As we
close another summer PCS season, with the
opportunity to welcome many new arrivals,
this focus is especially appropriate.

It takes a lot of courage to move half-way
around the world, leaving family and friends,
support networks and the comforts of home
behind. We understand that many Sailors
and family members are away from home for
the first time when they come to Japan. Even
for our more senior personnel, both military
and civilian, an overseas assignment can be
a challenging proposition.

Helping our people successfully adjust to
a new culture, and teaching them the skills
so they may become good neighbors, is a
responsibility we, as Navy leaders, all share.
I personally and firmly believe that getting
involved outside the gate, whether it’s as
part of a command community relations
project, an MWR-sponsored tour or simple
person-to-person interaction, is the key to
making Japan the most memorable
assignment of your career.

The course covers some of the laws and
many of the customs of Japan. It covers the
public transportation systems and how to
use them, as well as food, manners and
courtesy and etiquette. We stress
throughout the course that we are guests
here and must always act accordingly. We

explain what kind of behavior is expected
and required of our Sailors, and of their
family members and civilians working for the
Navy as well.

We also have a host of educational
programs available to ensure cultural
education continues during an entire Japan
assignment. Our Fleet and Family Support
Centers offer courses in subjects as varied
as Japanese language and culture to
shopping tips to how to repair a square of
shoji. At Yokosuka, we even offer a class
called the J Files for our middle and high
school students featuring information about
food, getting around and having fun in
Japan.

And I’d venture to say that there’s not an
attraction, an entertainment venue, a
sporting event, a festival, a wilderness, a
shrine or a shopping district you can’t get
to via your base’s Morale Welfare and
Recreation department.

I issue a special challenge to those of you
reading this column, who have been in Japan
for more than a year, or who have served
here previously, to mentor and assist your
younger or newer shipmates and their
families. You can be a great resource, and a
great reassurance, to the newer members of
the Japan Navy family.

I’ll close with a reminder that our actions
have a direct bearing on mission
accomplishment. We are all ambassadors
of the United States of America while we are
serving here in Japan. Your strong and
positive engagement with our Host Nation
neighbors is America’s most effective
vehicle for delivering international good-will
and building on our successful collaboration
with our strongest allies — the Japanese.

For most of you, your time here is finite.
In a couple of years, the Navy will move
you, and you may never get back to this
part of the world again. Take every
advantage of this once-in-a-lifetime
opportunity to truly experience Japan and
all the wonderful things it offers you.

The website also offers personal accounts of what
professionals have to say about their choices in college and
careers. MyRoad.com has been provided by the Department
of Defense Educational Activity (DoDEA) to all DoDDS
schools as part of the High School Initiative (HSI).

All King students had the
opportunity to establish individual accounts and explore
the basic features of MyRoad, but individual exploration
throughout the school year is strongly encouraged.

Tour change for Sailors serving Marine units in Japan

M ILLINGTON, Tenn. (NNS) — Corpsmen, dental
technicians, religious program specialists and
personnelmen serving with Marine Corps units in Okinawa
and Iwakuni, Japan, can now expect to serve longer tours.
Effective immediately, all unaccompanied Sailors serving
with Fleet Marine Force Units will do so under U.S. Marine
Corps policy that requires a two-year tour. Sailors on
accompanied orders will serve a tour of three years.
Under previous regulations, Sailors serving unaccompanied
tours in specific units were only required to serve one-year
tours.Camp Fuji, because of its isolation, will remain a one
yearunaccompaniedtour. “In the past, a DoD tour length
exception was made for very isolated duty stations or those
that didn’t meet quality of life standards,” said Lt. Cmdr.
Denise Holdridge, assistant branch head for hospital
corpsman and dental technician assignments at Navy
Personnel Command in Millington, Tenn. “Dramatic
improvements in living conditions and an overall improved

infrastructure in Japan has begun, which will eventually
eliminate...the need for exception to the policy.”
In response to the policy change, Sailors who have not yet
left detaching commands will receive an order modification
that will lengthen their tours to two years.
Sailors currently assigned to the Third Marine Expeditionary
Force (MEF) or Marine Corps Bases Japan (MCBJ) on one-
year unaccompanied tours will have their current Projected
Rotation Date (PRD) honored, as will Sailors who have orders
to Third MEF or MCBJ and have already departed from their
detaching command. Any Sailor who volunteers to stay for
a second year may use the Overseas Tour Extension
Incentive  Program  (OTEIP) to do so.
Married Sailors on their first enlistment serving a one-year
unaccompanied tour may elect to change to a three-year
accompanied tour, as long as they obtain command approval
and sponsorship for their spouses.

CFAS Safety Corner:
carbon monoxide

C arbon monoxide is a tasteless, colorless, odorless gas
that interferes with the delivery of oxygen throughout
the body. Sources of carbon monoxide include: Unvented
kerosene and gas space heaters, leaking chimneys and
furnaces, back-drafting from furnaces, gas water heaters,
wood stoves and fireplaces, gas stoves and automobile
exhaust from cars in attached garages.

Fetuses, infants, elderly people and people with anemia or
with a history of heart or respiratory disease can be affected
more quickly by carbon monoxide. At lower levels, carbon
monoxide can cause flu-like symptoms: headaches, dizziness,
weakness and fatigue. At higher levels, or with prolonged
exposure, it can cause confusion, disorientation, impaired
vision and coordination, brain damage, coma and death.
Ways to reduce risk
* Keep gas appliances properly adjusted.

* Use proper fuel in kerosene space heaters.

* Above gas stoves, install and use an exhaust fan that is
vented to the outdoors.

* Be sure flues are open when fireplaces are in use.

* Do not idle a car inside the garage.
Are warning devices available?

Avariety of carbon monoxide detectors, both plug-in and
battery-powered, are available at hardware, home and
discount stores. If you have family members with special
health needs, purchase a detector labeled ‘supersensitive’.
The Consumer Product Safety Commission recommends that
every home have at least one carbon monoxide detector
installed near the sleeping area.

What to do if the carbon monoxide alarm sounds

If the alarm sounds and anyone is feeling symptoms of
carbon monoxide poisoning, your home may have a
potentially dangerous level. Leave the house immediately.
Call the fire department, local utility company or local
emergency medical services from a neighbor’s home. If the
alarm sounds and no one is feeling any symptoms of carbon
monoxide poisoning, ventilate the home by opening
windows and doors and turning on fans. Turn off any
combustion appliances immediately. Then call an appliance
repair technician to find the cause of the alarm.

Benton could not stress enough that parents need to take
responsibility for their children, especially when they are
outside of the house.

“Back in the states people watch out for their kids because
there are gangs and other dangers that affect our youth. In
Sasebo, residents get a sense of security and feel they do
not have to pay attention to all the details of their child’s
where about.” she said. “We must get to a point where
parents are taking responsibility for their kids and are not
afraid to confront other children in cases where it may be
necessary to intervene.”

Benton mentioned some changes in the works for the area
surrounding the tower. The little tots park outside of the
tower is going to be cleaned up and possibly have a barbecue
area installed. The bulletin boards on the individual floors
will be removed. Residents’ names on the first floor will be
removed and this area will be used for community
announcements controlled by the housing office in Hario.
Cameras will be installed in the elevators.

“Living in government housing is a privilege, not a right,
and everyone needs to abide by the rules,” said Benton.
“The same rules have been in affect for a long time, however
tenants were not penalized for not being in compliance. We
have to take care of the community and the families
livingthere, so letters of caution, warnings and evictions
will be pursued for those families who continue to break the
rules.”

Betcha didn’t know about;: Other Sasebo stories

Here are a few more stories about
Sasebo to impress your friends and
neighbors!

A stone monument located at the
entrance of Saiho-ji (Saiho temple)
in Hachiman cho near city hall
recognizes laborers who died
during the construction of Sasebo
Naval Station. Land mines were
used to demolish Kompira
Mountain and other areas to clear
the site for construction; flying
rocks and debris from the
explosions caused many of the
laborer’s deaths. The monument,
erected in 1888 by sympathetic
villagers, lists the names of 41

workers. By the time the naval station
became operational on July 1, 1889,
approximately 80 workers had been killed
during construction accidents.

Did you know a total of three local
newspapers were available to Sasebo
residents at various times in the past? The
city’s first newspaper, Nikkan Sasebo
(Daily Sasebo), began publication in 1899
but was discontinued a few years later and
replaced in 1903 by the Sasebo Shimpo
(Sasebo News). The following year
another local paper, the Sasebo Gunko
Shimbun (Sasebo Naval Port Newspaper)
hit the newsstands. In the beginning both
newspapers fought hard for readership, but
since Sasebo is a navy town, the Naval
Port Newspaper easily won hands down.
What made the newspaper most popular
among its readers is the fact that it featured

navy related news only. It appears
Sasebo residents were more
interested in news concerning the
Imperial Navy and Sasebo Naval
Station rather than what was
happening in their own town.

Most people probably don’t realize
it, but Sasebo does have an elevated
railway. In fact, Sasebo’s elevated
railway was the very first one of its
type in Kyushu. The completion of
the railway in 1935 can be attributed
to the naval station’s influence
throughout the Sasebo area. The
government-funded railway
originally provided service between
Sasebo and Imari. Today, as the MR
Line, the railway extends to Arita
and other places throughout the
Kita Matsuura area north of Sasebo.

Focus on: Puerto Rican traditions

hen Daniel Fuentes was growing up,

his grandfather frequently told him
something that he has always remembered:
“No matter how people try to fold or crumble
you, they’ll never lessen the value of who
you are.”

So when asked what aspect of his Puerto
Rican heritage he values the most, it’s no
surprise that Master-At-Arms Second Class
Daniel Fuentes responds immediately.
“Pride,” he says.

“My pride has always led me to try to be
the best at everything I do,” said the Bronx,
N.Y. native. “Anytime | can’t do something,
my pride always leads me to believe that |
can.”

Fuentes also feels a tremendous sense of
pride for what he says is a key element of his
Puerto Rican heritage — family traditions.

“Puerto Ricans have many traditional family
values,” he explained. “No matter where you
live, as a Puerto Rican, you hold onto those
values.”

Fuentes cited several examples that he says

are similar to Japanese values.

“In Puerto Rico, as in Japan, the eldest son
has to take charge of the family if something
happens to the father.

“Also, showing respect to one’s elders is
important to Puerto Ricans, as it is in Japan.”

Puerto Rican families and Japanese families
also share traditions at the dinner table,
according to Fuentes.

“In a Puerto Rican family, and other
Spanish cultures, as in a Japanese family,
everybody thanks the mother for the food.
The mother makes sure that everyone is
served before she serves herself.”

Fuentes explained that when visiting
grandparents, the grandchildren take on the
responsibility of the household chores, such
as washing the dishes or cleaning the yard —
that way, the grandparents also get a break
when their family comes to visit.

Fuentes added that when a Puerto Rican
woman has a baby, her mother, regardless of
where she is, will come to her and teach her
how to care for the baby.

“When my second child was born, my
mother came all the way from New York to
Sasebo to help my wife,” he said.
